Woods said, in effect, that these 
questions now are a matter for 
landlords and teniimts to deter- 
mine—with area rent act- 
ing as referee. 

Under the new policy, “small” 
landlords — those renting one to 
four dwelling units—will be al- 
lowed rent increases if net income 
is less than 25 per cent of gross 
income, In such cases, rents will 
be upped to a 30 per cent level. 

For “large” landlords — those 
renting more than four units— 
increases will be permitted to 
bring operating income to 25 per 
cent, if the net figure is now be- 
low the 20-per-cent mark. 


Quirk in the Formula. 

Wood’s announcement gave no 
explanation for the quirk in the 
formula which associates acknowl- 
edged will work to the detriment 
of “small” landlords whose operat- 
ing income is, for example, 26 per 
cent of their gross income. 

Woods said it was impossible 
to tell how many rents would be 
increased under the formula. No 
accurate figures are available on 
the present average of landlords’ 
net operating incomes. 

Real estate interests were of 
the opinion that many landlords— 
particularly those who have been 
granted previous increases—might 
not be eligible for the new boosts. 

Wood’s announcement omitted 
reference to landlords with in- 
comes already exceeding the 
formula.

He said he joined the party at 
the behest of other members in 
February 1945, when it was the 
Communist Political Association.

Only 18 in March to Stir In- 
terest in Washington U

Plans for a big parade on Wasbh- 
ington University campus hit, a 
snag today when eight Negro mu- 
sicians declined to participate, be- 
cause under a union rule they 
were “entertainment” musicians 
and not “marching” musicians. 

So the parade, which finally 
just ambled off of its own accord, 
consisted of 18 students carrying 
placards heralding the campus poll 
to be held tomorrow, Thursday 
and Friday to detérmine student 
sentiment on admission of Ne- 
groes as undergraduates. The 18 
marchers shouted to lounging 
students under trees: “Let’s go to 
the rally!” Few heeded the calls. 

At the rallying point, a field 
north of Graham Memorial 
Chapel, about 200 students awaited 
the beginning of the program 
sponsored by the Student Commit- 
tee for the Admission of Negroes. 

They listened to talks by Nor- 
man Golden of the admission 
committee, Eugene Buder of the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee, and Jack Davidson Jr., chair- 
man of the student admission 
committee, all of whom urged a 
heavy vote in the poll. 

Attention was sharpened, how- 
even, when Ben Thigpen, leader of 
a Negro quintet, “The Be-Bop- 
pers,” from East St. Louis tuned 
up for several fast numbers.

NEW YORK, May 3 (INS)—

WASHINGTON, May 3— The 
latest maneuver of the House 
Democratic leadership—which for 
the time being needs to be dis- 
tinguished from the White House 
Democratic leadership—threw the 
House of Representatives into ut- 
ter confusion on labor legislation 
today. 

Sponsored by Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn and other leaders of the 


\House, a bill was introduced by 


freshman Representative Sims 
(Dem.), South Carolina, to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley name and keep 
many of the law’s provisions, in- 
cluding 80-day injunctions against 
strikes which would create na- 
tional emergencies. 

Just before the session began, 
Speaker Rayburn told reporters 
he “wouldn’t know” whether the 
new bill met with President Tru- 
man’s approval, or whether Seere- 
tary of Labor Tobin approved it. 

Rayburn Speaks for Bill. 

Rayburn spoke for the Sims 
bill, and Minority Leader Joseph 
W. Martin Jr. against it. 

But then members of the House 
Labor Committee, which had re- 

ported the Lesinski bill to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley law and re-enact 
the Wagner Act “with improve- 
ments,” began denouncing Sims’s 
bill. One of them, Representative 
Perkins (Dem.), Kentucky submit- 
ted an amendmnet to substitute 
for the 80-day injunction provi- 


gio, as president of the board. 
Binaggio is the Kansas City rep- 


resentative of the Capone gam- 
bling syndicate. 

The Governor appointed one 
other new member of the four- 
man board, Sheridan E. Farrell, 
a former Kansas City councilman 
who had the support of Jim Pen- 
dergast’s faction of the Demo- 
cratic party in Kansas City.

made by former Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly, which never was confirmed 
by the Senate. 

Milligan was appointed to fill 
out the remainder of Hamilton’s 
term, which expires next July 8, 
but the Governor said he intended 
to reappoint Milligan to a full 
four-year term after that date. 

Only reason given by the Gov- 
ernor for the appointments was, 
J had two vacancies and Im fill- 
ing them.” He refused to say 
whether the appointments had any 
connection with the failure of 
Kansas City police to solve several 
recent murders, including that of 
Wolf C. Rimann.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3 — 
Reversal of a state merit system 
ruling which classified physicians 
in the State Division of Health 
as subject to the system, after 
Gov. Forrest Smith had questioned 
the ruling, May jeopardize nearly 
$2,700,000 in federal aid grants for 
hospitals and public health work 
in Missouri, it was learned today. 

A new ruling made recently by 
the State Personnel Advisory 
Board to conform to exemption 
provisions of the state merit_em- 
ployment system law, after Smith 
questioned the former regulation, 
would exclude the health division 
doctors from their present merit 
status. This could subject their 
positions to political control and 
appointments. 

Whether the change will stand, 
and open the medical positions to 
politics, apparently depends large- 
ly on the attitude of federal agen- 
cies which grant funds to the 
state for hospitals and public 


health programs, it was said. 
Federal Regulations. 


Federal laws and regulations of 
these agencies impose a condition 


on such grants of federal health 


funds, that joint state-federal pro- 


grams financed by such funds be 
under a merit system. 

James W. Doarn of Kansas City, 
regional director for the Federal 
Security Agency, which controls 
the federal grants involved, told 
the Post-Dispatch his department 
had only recently learned of the 
new state ruling, issued last 
April 7. 

Asked as to the effect of the 
ruling excluding the health di- 
vision doctors from the merit sys- 
tem, he said adherence to the rul- 
ing will raise a question as to fed- 
eral grants. 

Doarn recalled the federal laws 
and regulations governing grants- 
in-aid programs call for the selec- 
tion of employes, and tenure of 
employment, under a merit system. 

“These people are in a grant-in- 
aid program,” Doarn said, when 
asked about the health division 
physicians. “Our personnel man is 
out of town. When he gets back 
we plan to discuss this matter with 
the state. I want to look into it. 
We will try to adjust it by nego- 
tiation.” 

Two Grants Could Be Affected. 

Federal grants which could be 
affected by the present situation, 
it was learned, include about $2,- 
200,000 for construction and opera- 
tion of hospitals in Missouri, and 
about $500,000 for various phases 
of the general public health pro- 
gram in the state. 


The state merit system employ- 
ment law, enacted in 1946 to con- 
form to requirements of the 1945 
‘Constitution, exempted among 
others policy making department 
heads, physicians, chaplains, at- 
torneys and certain professional 
and scientific employes. The act 
applies to all divisions of the De- 
partment of Public Health and 
Welfare, penal institutions and 
training schools, and the State 
Division of Employment Security. 
It affects about 6000 of about 
14,000 state employes. 

In 1947 the act was amended to 
place physicians in state hospitals 
under the merit system. While 
the state law exempted physicians, 
with the exception of the 1947 
amendment as to state hospitals, 
the Personne] Advisory Board had 
followed a ruling that doctors in 
the Division of Health were not 
physicians within the meaning of 
the exemption, tut were adminis- 
trative officers within the depart- 
ment. This brought them under 
the merit system, as desired by 
federal agencies making grants. 

Ruling Reversed. 

The ruling was reversed, it was 
learned, after Gov. Smith raised a 
question with Ralph J. Turner, 
director for the Personnel Ad- 
visory Board, that the act ex- 
empted physicians and lawyers 
from its provisions. 

Turner said the board had no 
choice but to revise its ruling, 
since the law exempted physicians 
and lawyers.

“We had gone along with 
what the federal government 
wanted,” Keyser said, “but when 
the question was raised as to pro- 
visions of the state law, we had 
to conform to the state law.”

To an exceptional degree, the ITO is an Amer- 
fean idea. A code of fair dealing in interna- 
tional trade was first proposed after World War 
I by Cordell Hull, then a Congressman, later 
Secretary of State. The opening up of world 
commerce was made a war aim in the Atlantic 
Charter. The Havana Charter was hammered 
out by negotiators for many nations, but it most 
strongly reflects American proposals drawn up 
under the leadership of Myron C. Taylor, Dean 
Acheson and William L. Clayton. 

This continuous American sponsorship implies 
that the United States has far more than a cas- 
ual interest in the ITO. -How great the Ameri- 
can stake really is can best be grasped by con- 
sidering what will happen ff the ITO fails. 

Unless the nations agree to let the barriers 
down, they will be forced individually to build 
their trade barriers up. This would be very cost- 
ly to the United States as the greatest foreign 
trade nation. Americans would lose millions of 
dollars a year in profits and billions in wages. 

Yet the final stake overshadows even wages 
and profits and freedom of enterprise. The final 
stake is peace. Without expanding world com- 
merce, there cannot be world recovery. Trade 
restrictions prevent full recovery, causing con- 
tinued hardship and poverty that make free peo- 
ples heed demagogues and dictators. The weak- 
ness of such nations tempts aggressors to at- 
tempt military conquest. It is no accident that 
the two most prominent non-signers of the Ha- 
vana Charter are Argentina and the U.S.S.R. 

Whole-hearted adherence to the ITO is a next 
step in world democratic leadership that must be 
exercised by the United States or not exercised 
at all. It is the next front in a grand strategy 
heretofore expressed in the reciprocal trade 
agreements, the Atlantic Charter, lend-lease, the 
British loan, the International Bank and Stabil- 
ization Fund and the Marshall plan. Without the 
ITO none of these great and wise measures 
could fully meet our nation’s hopes for them.

There is a bit of plaintive and poignant nos- 
talgia in the news that those inspiring rags-to- 
riches tales of Horatio Alger Jr. are no longer 
regarded as acceptable reading for American 
boys. Miss Helen Kinsey, American Library 
Association book specialist, says only a few of 
his 135 books, which sold 200,000,000 copies a 
generation or so ago, can now be found on li- 
brary shelves. 

She is right when she contends that such

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Clashing Reports on German Trusts 


How can Gen. Clay and the Ferguson Cartels 
Commission make such completely opposite re- 
ports about what has been done to break up 
German monopolies? ss 

The cartels commission, headed by the chair- 
man of the Federal Trade Commission, Garland 
S. Ferguson, says Gen. Clay’s decartelization 
branch hasn’t broken up a sitigle monopoly in 
Germany. 

The American military commander in western 
Germany says we've broken up the six biggest 
banks, the IG Farben Co. and the 26 biggest 
steel and coal companies.” 

Can Gen. Clay and his decartelization branch 
truly claim credit for breaking up the bank com- 
bine? The Ferguson report says this monopoly 
was broken up but not by the decartelization 
branch. 

Can Gen. Clay and his decartelization branch 
claim credit for the breakup of IG Farben? 
This act was performed by Gen. Eisenhower be- 
fore the decartelization branch was organized, ac- 


* cording to Johnston Avery, special assistant to 


the Attorney General. Gen. Clay has not car- 
ried Eisenhower's act to culmination by selling 
the Farben components to private owners, ac- 
cording to this witness. (Mr. Avery formerly 
was chief of the enforcement section of Gen. 
Clay’s decartelization branch. He resigned last 
year, with several other members, in protest 
against an order by Clay which they said weak- 
ened the trust-busting program to the point: of 
making it ineffective.) 

How about that order of March 1948 over 
which Mr. Avery quit? The circumstances sur- 
rounding it leave much to be explained. It was 
announced by Richardson Bronson, chief of the 
decartelization branch, who said the State De- 
partment had agreed to it in principle. Testi- 
mony given to the Ferguson committee denied

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A Dandy Illusion 

There is no reason why women should wear 
high heels or throw baseballs underhand. This 
is on the authority of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, which is to say of Uncle Sam himself.

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Democracy at Washington U. 

Washington University is lively place this 
week as everyone talks about the campaign to 
admit Negroes to the undergraduate student 
body. A new organization, which calls itself the 
Student Committee for Admission of Negroes, 
has arranged for a three-day poll beginning 
Wednesday on removing the restriction begin- 
ning next September. 

Student Life, twice-weekly student paper, 
favors admission, but thinks that SCAN’s efforts 
smack of bringing pressure on the University 
administration. It contends for 2 three- 
proposition poll which would enable students to 
declare themselves for admission of Negroes “as 
soon as possible.” Meantime, John J. Kessler 
announces that a poll of Southern students on 
the campus, by a 2-to-1 ratio, favors ending the 
old discrimination. 

Whatever differences there may be over meth- 
ods, the end goal should be and is the same, 
namely to bring Washington University abreast 
of the times. If there are those in the univer- 
sity corporation or faculty who still have their 
doubts, let them look at St. Louis University. 
Let them also note that the Missouri House has 
voted 100 to 8 to admit Negroes to all Missouri 
colleges and the State University.

Pressure for a new and costly program 
of veterans’: pensions is being renewed. 
Representative John Rankin of Missis- 
sippi rebounded quickly from the defeat of 
his original pensien bill in the House and 
is driving again in the same direction. 


His new proposal calls for payments of 

$72 a month at the age of 65 to World 
War I veterans whose incomes are under 
$2000 a year in the 
case of men without 
dependents and less 
than $3000 if married 
and with dependents. 
Previously Rankin 
was asking $00 
monthly for all ex- 
service men in this 
age class regardless 
of their need for such 
help. 

Unfortunately, this

ly less objectionable move by Rankin will 
not be judged in the House on its merits 
or the lack of them. Members of Congress 
are always supersensitive to the demands 
of large veterans’ organizations. At times 
they are actually jittery when requests for 
pensions or bonuses are at stake. This is 
definitely one of those occasions for shud- 
dering. The closeness of the vote (208 to 
207) against the original Rankin bill showed 
that to be the case. 


What has happened is that a tightly or- 
ganized group of older veterans is asking 
for permanent handouts from the Govern- 
ment on the ground that they were both 
earned and are needed. Yet a widespread 
need has not been shown for the proposed 
beneficiaries. 

Moreover, the precedent cited of similar 
payments authorized long ago for Spanish- 


American war veterans is a dubious basis 
for extending the range of these benefits. 
For the survivors of the Spanish-American 
war were never more than a small group 
made up entirely of volunteers and present- 
ly ‘are outnumbered many times by the men 
who were under arms in 1917-18. What the 
country has been able to afford for so few 
cannot necessarily be managed for so many. 

Men who would profit from the Rankin 
legislation have already received adjusted 
compensation for their war service in the 
form of a federal bonus. The question 
then is basically whether the nation is also 
obligated to assist them in their old age 
aside from what they are entitled to get 
in regular social security payments. 

What makes this question so important 
is that within a few years veterans and 
their families will comprise approximately 
one-half of the population. Should the lat- 
est pension plan become law, then the 
precedent of treating ex-service men all 
their lives as a distinctive class deserving 
special Government subsidies would be 
grimly affixed to our economy. 

Veterans correctly can be thought of as a 


separate class up to the point where they > 


have been readjusted to the civilian life 
they left to enter military service. Having 
served the country because they were best 
able to do so and not because they were 
hired as mercenaries, they then should ex- 
pect to resume their places as citizens. 

Opportunity should be equal for them and 
so should the obligations of citizenship. 
Those impaired permanently by their war 
sacrifices have every right to the special 
consideration they are already receiving. 
For the sake of the common welfare and 
a strong fiscal structure, the others ought 
not to be regarded as eligible for lifelong 
pampering apart from the rest of the popu- 
lation.

THE AMERICAN SPIRIT IN EUROPE—A of 
Transatientic Influence in Europe, by Halvdan ht.

Europeans, and most Americans for that 
matter, have for long thought of culture 
as one-way traffic from Europe to Amer- 
ica, with the medium of exchange our gad- 
gets and technical know-how.

We should have no illusions that 
these negotiations could not be 
consummated even if they have 
not yet been consummated.

But that has never yet 
prevented them from coming to- 
gether when it seemed expedient 
and profitable. 

Each has much to offer the 
other. The Russians can offer 
the Germans unity, the leading po- 
sition as a great power in Europe, 
access to the markets and raw 
materials of eastern Europe and 
of Russia, and an end to the dan- 
ger that rmany would become 
the battlefield of a world war. The 
Germans can offer the Russians 
complete security against the 
strategical unity of the Atlantic 
nations, and access to the indus- 
trial and technological resources 
of Germany as.the Soviet empire 
turns its attention to Asia. 

We must not imagine that the 
Germans, and the Russians are 
not thoroughly aware of all this. 
Twice in this generation the 
western governments have nego- 
tiated with Russia, only to dis- 
cover E their surprise and dis- 
may that a parallel and under- 
ground negotiation with Germany 
has forestalled them. That hap- 
pened in the summer of 1939 be- 
fore the Second World War. It 
happened also in 1922 after the 
First World War, when Germany 
was down and out and Russia 
was also still suffering the ef- 
fects of the war. 


A 1922 Deal. 


An account of what happened 
in 1922 is pertinent today. Here 
is what the “Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica” says of the Treaty of Ra- 
pallo: “During the conference of 
Genoa, which was designed to 
consider the economic relations 
of the participating powers with 
Russia, the Russian delegates 
showed no great desire to resume

Speaking before the forty-set- 
ond annual meeting of the Tuber- 
culosis and Health Society at 
Hotel Statler, Dr. Winslow said 
public housing for the low income 
group through state or federal aid 
is necessary to create conditions 
of cleanliness so that vital resist- 
ance may be built up. 

“There has been no building for 
the low income group since the 
Federal Housing Act of 1937,” the 
retired medical professor said, 
“and it is time the state or fed- 
eral government provides low-in- 
3 housing for those who need 


“Many factors of tuberculosis 
are determined by the homes in 
which people live, as shown by the 
high incidence in the lower. in- 
come groups.” 8 

Dr. Winslow had high praise for 
the St. Louis Society’s effective 
X-ray program, and said it sHould 
be continued and even stepped up. 

“Chest X-rays of all hospital pa- 
tients for evidence of tuberculosis 
is the next logical step,” Dr. Wins- 
low said. 

Edgar L. Roy, president of the 
Tuberculosis and Health Society, 
announced the society’s plans for 
co-operation with three general 
hospitals in the city and county 
for X-raying all patients. 

Roy, in his report of the year’s 
activities, announced’ the Christ- 
mas Seal Campaign receipts to- 
taled $192,778, an increase of 5.4 
per cent over 1947.

UNUSUALLY FAST 


Pieces of Carrot Swell to 80 
Times Original Size in 
Three Weeks. 


_— 


ROCHESTER, N. T., May 3 
(AP) —- Coconut milk, fed to little 
slices of living carrot root, makes 


them grow to 80 times their origi- 


nal sizes in three weeks. 

This is something new in growth. 
It is much more growth than 
comes from any other nutrient. 

The discovery was described to- 
day at the University of Roches- 
ter department of botany, where 
11 are under way to 
learn more about the mysterious 
nature of growth. 

These pieces of carrot do not 
grow in soil, but in small glass 
tubes. Hundreds of them occupy 
one end of a laboratory, under 
brilliant electric lights which sub- 
stitute for sunshine. 

The tubes are fixed near the 
rims of rotating wheels, which 
operate in banks, like a multiple-

NE thing that could always be 

said for caves was that noth- 

ing much ever happened to 
their outside walls and that’s more 
than you can say about dwellings 
these days. Anyway, if you live in 
a house with wood siding and you 
find some of the siding has split 
or cracked, here is what 
to do. 

First of all get hold of some 
wood wedges and drive them be- 
tween the damaged board and the 
one above. This will open up a 
slight gap so you can saw out the 
split section of siding with a thin 
compass saw. Now you remove 
the wedges and force ‘the upper 
piece of siding back where it be- 
longs. Slip a hack saw blade up 
under the damaged area of siding 
and cut through any nails. 

Get a new piece of siding and 
cut it to the exact size to fit the 
opening. It’s important that you 
get the measurements correct be- 
cause you don’t want any big 
cracks. Slip the patch up into 
position and drive some nails 
through the lower portion of the 
piece to hold it in place. Give the 
patch a priming coat of pain 
and when this is dry, fill in any 
seams with white lead or putty. 
Then follow up with two addition- 
al coats of paint.
